Meir Voices Hope 
Pledges Are Kept 


HAIFA, Thursday. — “Will 
the promises given us be ho- 
noured’ I cant give a ca- 
tegorical answer, for the 
question is not about pro- 
mises We gave. but which 
Others gave us.” Foreign Mi- 
nister Golda Meir said today 
at the annual conference of 
Israel's Rotary Clubs 

“The significance of a pro- 
mise given to a small nation 
is @6 great ag the nation that 
has given it. I may be under 
an illusion, but I hope that 
the promises will be ho- 
noured.” 

At the ladies’ luncheon that 
ended Rotary’s sixth national 
conference, Mrs. Meir looked 
back on her experiences at 
the U.N. in a speech which 
sparkled with humour, irony 
and scepticism. but which 
also shone with steadfast faith 
in the ultimate success of her 
Mmiss'on. 

“When we walked into the 
Assembly hall. we were alone, 
with no bloc. no ally to sup- 
port us. It made an immea- 
surable difference when there 
was another delegate to vote 
with us against the .majori- 
ty.” It had been difficult to 
tell the representatives of 80 
nations that all Israel claim- 
@d was the right to live.

"Too Simple’ 


“That was too simple for 
them to accept. Had we told 
them we wanted to gain at 
the expense -of others. they 
might have understood. But 
just to survive.-that was too 
little to be credible.” 

Mrs. Meir said that the
